Washington, D. C., April 17.—[Spe- 
cjal.]—Providing for complete exelu- 
sion of Japanese immigrants and a 50 - 
per cent reduction in the number of 
European settlers admitted, the immi- 
gration restriction bill is ready for pas- 
sageyin the senate tamorrow. . 

The way was paved today for speedy 
submission of the measure to the Pres- 
ident when the senate adopted the pro- 
vision of the house bill fixing Euro- . 
pean quotas at 2 per cent of the num- 
ber of nationals of each country living 
in the United States in 1890. 

Reduced to 160,000. | 

Under this provision immigration 
from Europe will be reduced to 16000 
annually, compared with the 350,000 
now coming in on‘a basis of 3 per dent 
of the foreign population of 1910. In 
taking thig step the senate rejected 
the recommendation of its own com- 
mittee that the basis be made 2 per 
cent of the foreign population of 1910, 
under which 240,000 would be admitted. 

Under the house provision, now ap- 
proved by the senate, only a fraction — 
of the number of Italians, Greeks, 
Jugo-Slavs, and other southern and 
eastern Europeans now coming in will 
be admitted, while a larger propor- 
tion of northern and western Huro- 
peans will be allowed. In 1890 the flood 
of immigration from southern and 
eastern Europe had scarcely begun, - 
and by taking 1890 as a basis congress 
alms to protect and perpetuate the 
predominan.

BULL NETTLE IS TOMATO’S © 
INNOCENT ENEMY. 
ARDENERS and: truckers who 
grow tomatoes, peppers, or to 
bacco should start war against 
bull nettles and ground:cherries. 
Both weeds, according to A. A. Hansen 
of Purdue university, harbor destruc- 
tive plant diseases that attack these 
three vegetables, - 
Bull nettles and ground cherries, it 
has been discovered, are*mainly re- 
sponsible for the spread of mossaic dis- 
ease of tomatoes, peppers, and to- 
bacco, The disease causes poor yields, 
and may be detected by the mottled, 
crackled leaves found on plants at- 
tacked by this pest. 

Flying ‘insects such as flea beetles 
and plant lice transfer the disease from, 
the weeds to the vegetable plants, this 
expert says, and the destruction of bull 
nettles and ground cherries near the 
vegetable plants will practically con- 
trol the spread of the disease. 

It is not always an easy job to control 
these weeds completely, because both of 
them reproduce from perennial créeping 
roots, and it is necessary to destroy all 
that are found, not only near the vegeta- 
bles but algo those in fence rows and 
waste places in the field. Dig the roots 
out carefully in the plant beda. 

In the fields Mr. Hansen recommends 
the use of agricultural salt scattered 
over the bul! nettle patches at the rate of 
a pound to each square foot, or sprinkle 
the plants with motor oil and cut the 
shoots as soon as they appear. He says 
that cutting the shoots once a week will 
starve the running roots, and the plants 
will eventually die.
